Ruise, the new foreign minister, 


He 
has assisted in the mediation nego- 
tiations, and it is authoritatively 
stated that the change will not af- 
fect the continued progress of the 
mediation plans. 
Ruise had been 


referred to as 
probably Huerta's 


commissioner in case the mediators 
proposed a commission representing 
all parties to the controversy. 


The 
Spanish 
ambassador,

Riano, carried the cable announce- 
ment of Ruise's appointment to the 
Argentine legation.

sidered as having any bearing upon 
the mediators' proposal that hostili- 
ties cease between Huerta and the 
constitutionalists. 
Carranza's atti- 


tude in the Tampieo situation 
was 


not unexpected. Creation of a neu- 
tral zone there materially would 
handicap the rebels 
investing 
op- 


erations 
Federals control the river 


along which the oil tanks are built, 
while rebels occupy the oil field on 
Tampico's outskirts. That situation, 
it was believed, practically obviated 
restricting the field of fighting op- 
erations. 
However, the rebel chief 


notified the state department and the 
British ambassador that his men had 
been warned to employ every precau- 
tion against destruction of the prop- 
erty largely owned by English in- 
terests. 
Although the envoys were 


again in communication with Car- 
ranza over their proposal for suspen- 
sion of hostilities between Huerta 
and the rebels pending negotiations, 
word yet was to be received 
from 


him today. 
Until he makes a defi- 


nite reply the mediators will be un- 
able to determine whether their ef- 
forts for the present must be con- 
fined to issues between Huerta and 
the United States government or 
•whether they may. be broadened to 
include the entire Mexican situation

While interest in the Mexican sit- 


uation today was focused on

work of the mediators, yet the army 
and navy did not cease activity in the 
execution of their program of readi- 
ness for developments. 


A. B. Emery, manager of an Eng- 


lish owned mine, who was reported 
to have been held tor ransom by fed- 
erals in Zacatecas, is safe and well 
in Mexico City, according to a dis- 
patch to the state department today 
by Consul Canada at Vera Cruz. The 
consul reported that "the matter of 
ransom has been settled." 


Whether Emery paid to obtain his 


release, or the demand for ransom 
was waived, the 
consul's* dispatch 


did not indicate. Canada said he had 
received his information from Em- 
ery's employes just arriving in Vera 
Cruz, who said that Emery intended 
to stay in the capital for the present. 


At the British embassy today re- 


ceipt was acknowledged of the mes- 
sage from General Carranza, report- 
ed to have been sent yesterday from 
Chihuahua to the British ambassador 
assuring him that the constitution- 
alists would do everything in their 
power to protect the oil interests at 
Tampico. 
General Carranza's mes- 


sage gave further assurance that his 
torces* would protect foreigners 
in 


the Tampico field.

day, rain or shine. 
The organizers 


were determined that the part of this 
city in the nation-wide demonstra- 
tion for woman suffrage should be 
worthy of the cause and adequate ex- 
pression of enthusiasm of women in 
the largest city in which they have 
the franchise. 


Plans of the suffrage 
leaders be- 


yond possibility of being upset 
by 


rivalry or any other cause: First, the 
suffrage will be started early to give 
workers a chance to assemble at the 
starting; second, the line of march is 
only two miles along a smooth, lake 
breeze swept boulevard, third, the 
only regalia required or desired is a 
suffrage cap, white with gold stars 
and Illinois in gold letters, and a flag 
Arrangements were made to supply 
the caps for 10 cents each and the 
flag for five cents each, fourth, and 
according to the organizers, most irn-^ 
poptant, the marchers will assemble 
by wards and not by clubs, social, po- 
litical, church or other organizations. 
It was made plain that this was to 
a\oid question of precedence and all 
varieties ot rivalry. The parade is to 
be absolutely democratic: One woman 
is as good as another in the parade, 
and will march with the other women 
of her ward whether they belong to 
the same club or not. 


The parade is to be headed by a 


squad of mounted police and a detail 
of cavalry followed by grand mar- 
shal, Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage 


Association. Then conies the aides, 
such of them as represent political or 
other organizations, will carry ban- 
ners of their clubs. This array of tri- 
umphal banners is to De tne only 
demonstration of the kind in the long 
line. Women riders will bring up the 
rear. Every woman, who can ride and 
who can get a horse has been urged 
to come mounted, and a cavalry brig- 
ade of more than 100 is expected to be 
reigning its stead and impatiently 
waiting for the signal to wheel into 
line before 5 o'clock. 


As in the other 
suffrage parades 


men were urged to join the marchers 
and many responded. No headgears 
were provided for the men marchers 
but they will carry flags 


Much difficulty was found in mak- 


ing arrangements for the use of the 
boulevard and park. The commission- 
ers finally, after declining to allow 
Grant park on the lake front in the 
downtown district to (be used for a 
grand rally, 
permitted 
reviewing 


stands to be erected in the park and 
ordered the boulevard cleared for the 
parade.

:annot approach without 'exposing 
tself to the fire of four inch quick 
"ring guns, except from one'direc- 
lon.

The fall of Tampico Into rebel 
lands might help solve the food sit- 
uation jn^Vera Cruz.

ated from Col. and Kermit Roose- 
velt cu February 4. 
Fiala did not 


knew until today, however, that the 
Colonel had emerged yesterday from 
the jungle. He said lie had not ex- 
pected to hear from Mr. Roosevelt 
before the latter part of June. 


Telling of his 400 mile journey 


across country with Roosevelt, Fiala 
said:

i Washington, May 2.—[Special.]—For- 
eign nations, particularly England. 
France and Germany, have never been 
anxious to have the United States 
make war on Mexico. Many times dur- 
ing the past three years we have heard 
it asserted that unless the United 
States under the Monroe doctrine 
should go iu and protect foreign iuter- 
psts some foreign government would 
send an army to Mexico for the pur- 
pose of protecting the interests of their 
citizens. 


• Since actual hostilities began -we 
have had an opportunity to see that 
foreign governments did not want to 
enter Mexico themselves, and they did 
not want the United States to do so. 
Of course no foreign government vrould 
make any absolute protest against the 
United States going to war with Mexi- 
co, but the diplomats representing 
those governments have been doing 
everything they could to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the difficulties.
